A ’ telegram  from  Washington  aih  iscs 
State  KevnhuJ  Agent  Wirt  Adams  that 
the  United  stajkes  Supreme  Court  has  af- 
firmed the  casJ  of  the  Fujlman  Palace  Car 
Co.,  vs.  State  Kevenue  Agent. 

This  aniiouncement  is  interesting  f»>r 
reasons  other  j than  that  it  means  a few 
dollars  and  cents  to  the  State  The  opin. 
ion  of  the  ciunit  is  said  to  have  lx-en  iinttni- 
nious.  The  opinion  of  the  Mississippi  court 
was  delivefedi  by  Chief  Justice  W hit rile-Ul . 
and  this  is  the  fifth  successive  unanimous 
affirmance  (>l  <Lhiet  Justice  Whitfield’S  opin- 
ions by  that  august  tribunal.  It  is  a record 


which  not  only  d<x-s  Chief  Justice  WJiitfjeld 
infinite  honor,  but  the  State  <>(  .Mississippi 
as  well.  The  United  States  Supreme  Court 
frequently  (Jivjdes  five  to  four,  or  three  to 
six,  on  important  cases,  but  not  one  judge 
of  that  grc«it  gotirt  has  yet,  in  fivecascs,  till 
of  great  moment,  lx-en  found^o  differ  with 
Mississippi^-  distinguished  Chief  Justice.

N<>t- 
withstanding  the  wisdom  i>t  Solomon  he 
grew  proud  arid  vain  in  older  years.  It 
there  is  a lack  ot  real  spirituality  in  our 
work  there  remains  nothing  but  a cold 
formality — nothing  but  a dead  skeleton 
with  no  power  to  impart  life.  It  is  bv 
lieing  brought,  in  contact  with  spiritual 
life  that  the  world  is  brought  to  -Christ. 
It  is  often  true  that  churches  and  some- 
times individual^  are  measured  by  their 
Contributions,  j This  would  not  he  so  ob- 
jectionable if  they  did  not  measure  them- 
selves by  the  Saijiie  rule.  (To  obey  is  let- 
ter than  sacrifice  and  to  hearken  than  the 
fat  ot  rams).  In  such  instances  God  is  not 
honored.  Again  .some  arc  wont  to  size 
preachers  by  the  Salary  they  get  and  some- 
times the  preachers  get  to  believing  the 
same  thing,  anil  rio  we  have  a diversity  ot 
sizes  all  engaged  in  this  business  ot  preach- 
ing Christ  to  a lost  world.  No  question  as 
to  the  duty  off  churches  to  support  the 
ministry  but  wie  must  Ik1  carclul  about  fx- 
ing  greedy  of  filthy  lucre. 

Paul  warned  young  Timothy  against 
t,his  sin.  Pete  it  forbid  his*  brethren  in  the 
ministry  taking1  the  oversight  ot  the 
churches  for  money.  I sometimes  fear 
when  1 hear  of:  si)  many  changes,  so  often 
among  pastors.  It  was  not  so  in  the  years 
gone  by.  It  mqy  be  that  some  of  our 
churches  and  preachers  are  too  hard  to 
please.  There  is  too  much  restlessness  and 
not  enough  faith  in  God  in  some  instances. 
I would  not  necujse  my  brethren  of  hunting 
easier  fields  to ; work  for  the  Master,  but 
someone  must  cultivate  and  develop  the 
hard  places.  We;  all  know  tow  pleasant 
it  is  to  labpr  aiming  an  already  dcvclo|xd 
pc i pie  where  all  are  ready  to  eo-ojierate  in 
every  good  work.  , I would  like  to  say 
some  things  . ubbiit  the  indifference  of 
Chirstians  of  this  day  in  not  attending 
their  Saturday  iqcctings,  with  some  of  the 
causes,  but  this  iijrticle  is  already  too  long.

to  consider,  and  that  te.  are  the  organiza- 
tions commonly  known  as  Hard  Shells  and 
called  bv  them  churches,  are  they  churches 
pf  Jesus  Christ  ? If  thev  are  their  baptism 
is  scriptural  and  valid,  hut  if  they  are  not 
churches  of  Jesus  Christ  their’s  is  a mere 
dipping  anil  in  no  respect  is  it  baptism. 
Hence  for  a Baptist  church  t6  receive  into 
their  church  members  upon  their  Hard 
Shell  dipping  would  lie  to  receive  into  their 
midst  an  unbaptized  person;  and  inas- 
much as  then-  can  1k‘  no  scriptural  mem- 
bership without  a scriptural  baptism  that 
church  would  l»e  in  great  error.  It  is  clear 
to  mv  mind  that  these  Hard  Shell  organi- 
zations are  not  churches  of  Jesus  Christ. 
The  following  are  spnnc  of  the  reasons: 
First,  it  is  clear  from  the  teaching  of  the 
Bible  that  the  churches  known  as  Mission- 
ary Baptist  churches  are  divine  in  origin, 
apostolic  yi  doctrine;  hence  churches  of  Je- 
sus Christ  If  I did  not  believe  this  I 
would  step  down  anil  out  of  the  Mission- 
ary Baptist  church. 

I am  sure  that  if  these  are  churches  of  Je- 
sus Christ  those  Hard  Shell  organizations 
are  not.  For  Christ  said  (Matt.  H»:l8) 
“On  this  rock  1 will  build  my  church.  No- 
tice, brother,  He  did  hot  say  on  this  rock  I 
will  build  my  churches,  but  church.  Again, 
God,  through  the  prophet  Daniel,  in  speak- 
ing of  the  establishing  of  the  church  said 
(Dan.  2:44)  "In  the  days  of  these  kings 
shall  the  God  of  Heaven  set  up  a king- 
dom.” Again,  notice  He  did  not  say  king- 
(doms  hut  kingdom.  From  the  teaching  of 
these  antT  many  other  scriptures  it  is  clear 
that  Christ  established  His  church  and  not 
churches.  , 

I know  we  read  in  the  Bible  of  the  seven 
churches  of  Asia.  But  they  were  one  in 
doctrine  just  as  Missionary  Baptist 
churches  today  are  one  in  doctrine  and  I 
can  never  believe  that  the  church  estab- 
lished by  Christ  find  against  which  he  said 
"the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail,”  and 
that  stood  the!  persecution  and  thunder 
bolts  of  the  dark  ages,  should  in  1S27  be- 
come insufficient  to  accomplish  the  work 
that  Christ  purposed  it  should  accomplish, 
and  that  it  became  necessary  in  1827  for 
Christ  to  dissolve  his  church  into  two 
bodies;  that  would  teach  many  things  dif- 
ferent tram  each  other,  and  then  call  upon 
us  to  recognize  both  of  them  as  churches 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  especially  when  one  of 
them  is  waging  unrejentless  war  upon  the 
other.  Again,  |f  these  organizations  are 
churches  of  Christ  and  Missionary  Baptist 
churches  are  churchefs  of  Christ  (and  no 
Missionary  Baptist  doubts  this  last  state- 
ment) the  church  is  divided  against  itself. 
And  you  know  Christ  said  (i.Matt.  12:25) 
that  “every  kingdom  divided  against  itself 
is  brought  to  desolation  and  every  city  or 
house  divided  against  itself  shall  not 
stand.”  If  the  church  is  divided  against 
itself  (and  this  is  tnjie),  if  Hard  Shell  or- 
ganizations arc  e hunches  of  Christ,  hence 
the  church  of  Christ  cannot  possibly  stand. 

Butrememlier  Christ  said  “the  gates  of 
hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it."  So  the 
utter  impossibility  o(  Hard  Shell  organisa- 
tions being  churches  of  Jesus  Christ.  I 
have  a few  questions  just  here:  If  these 
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Will  they  also  tell  their  class  that  the  im- 
mersion of  a believer  in  water  by  proper 
authority  is  the 'oily  scriptural  baptism  ? 
Will  the  individual  toll  their  class  that  the 
Lord’s  Supper  is  a church  ordinance  And 
that  no  organization tof  human  origin  can 
• scrijiturally  observe  it  ? Will  the  individ- 
ual s|>cnk  holdl  v or  the  doctrine  of  salva- 
tion by  grace  and  the  security  of  the  be- 
liever? It  the  iiidividtial  speaks  out  on  the 
thine*  referred  .to,  rim!  many  other  scriptu- 
ral truths,  that  individual  will  not  teach 
long  in  a Methodist  Sunday  School.  But 
a jierson  to  become  arid  remain  a teacher 
ilia  Methodist  Sunday  School  must  not 
only  get  their  consent  to  suppress  much  of 
God's  truth,  but  the  iierson  must  also  get 
their  consent  not  ' to  | speak  out  against 
error  and  heresy,  but:  rather  wink  at  it. 
For  an.  illustrating : Let  the  person  rc- 
ferriil  to  begin  to  teach  their  class  of  the 
unscripturality  of  baby  sprinkling  and 
that  sprinkling  is  a liomish  tradition  and 
not  scriptural  baptism,  and  that  their  or- 
ganizations which  thky  call  churches  are 
not  churches  of  Jesus  Christ  hut  societies 
of  human  origin.  I^rt  the  jierson'  referred 
to  sjieak  out  against  these  and  many  other 
teachings  and  traditions  of  men,  and  thy 
individual  will  not  long  remain  a teacher 
i in  a Methodist  Sunday  School.  I think  the 
right  thing  for  a member  of  a Baptist 
church  to  do  is  to  attend  Sunday  School 
in  their  Own  church  if  they  possibly  con, 
though  it  Ik.*  a great  sacrifice  to  attend.  If 
the  individual  can  no{  do  this,  let  the  one 
referred  to  and  their  friends  have  a Sundav 
School  at  some  school  House  where  they 
Can  and  will  faithfully  and  uncompromis- 
ingly teach  God  s Word.  It  this  is  impos- 
sible let  the  mcmlHvr  and  individual  referred 
t>>  have  a Sunday  School  in  their  own 
h°ine,  with  the  inmates  and  friends  of  that 
home,  where  they  can  Sunday  after  Sun- 
day meet  and  engage  in  the  study  and  in- 
vestigation of  God’s  truth  without  any 
thought  of  suppressing  God’s  truth  or  not 
denouncing  error.  "How  can  two  walk 
together  except  they  be  agreed  ?” 

Lastly,  it  is  never  rig|it  to  make  the  duty
